Huge private fortunes were being} 
made, and capital was being attracted, | 
not from Britain only, but even from 
Germany and other European lands, 
and the gains seemed greater than the 
services rendered. This could not b® a) 
desirable factor in the evolution of the 


country. 
A second feature in the situation in 
Canada which provoked serious | 


thought was the treatment of Orient- 
als. Till a few months ago, although 
there were about 6,000 Hindu men 
there was no Hindu woman, but one 
was then admitted with her husband 
by order of the Dominion government, 
although the provincial authorities de- 
sired her deportation. What most 
galled the Hindu was that he, too, was 
a British subject, and yet was treated 
with greater harshness than the 
aliens. They might feel a good deal 
of sympathy with “‘white’’ labor in its 
desire to maintain a higher standard 
of living and its dread of being under- 
sold by cheap Asiatic workers. On the} 
other hand, from the wider and higher} 
standpoint of -humanity, ‘the social 
prejudice and antagonism which en- 
tered into the discussion of .the ques- 
tion could not. but be deeply deplored. 
Should it, be a necessity to, restrict the 
numbers of immigrants, yet no eae 
tions should be imposed which hind- 
ered a moral domestic life. ; 

A third problem in the-evolution 0 
Canada had. been thrust into, promin- 
ence recently. The result.of the.elec- 
tions was a surprise to the victors and 


the vanquished . alike. ere were 
wider issues involved in the questi 
than those of party politics: First, was 


it desirdble for Canada to use’all Her | 
capital and labors in developing’ to | 
the uttermost its abounding » fatural | 
resources in field, forest, mine, “fish- | 
ery, both for its own ‘enrichment and 
for the. more abundant supply of food | 
and raw. material to the old industrial; 
nations, or to attempt to develop un-| 
der the artificial conditions of high| 
protective industries which were but a 
copy of Europe’s enterprises, amd for) 
which its natural resources did not! 
specially adapt it? In the second! 
place, some fooliih Amer-ean talk 
about reciprocity as the first step to- 
wards annexation gave Cenadian, par- 
tisans the opportunity they used to the 
uttermost. But the economic inter- 
ests which might have suffered from | 
reciprocity used for all it was worth | 
the national prejudice. 

It was regrettabl> that the Canadian 
and American, although so near neigh. 
bors, often cherished a_ prejudice 
against one another. Detachment from 
the United States was represented as 
the proof of attachment to Great Brit-| 
ain as if it were not Britain's true in- 
terests that the relations of Canaidans 
and Americans should be as cordial as} 
possible. The Canadian was loyal to 
Great Britain, and his loyalty did not| 
depend on the granting to his country} 
of any economic preference. 

He desired finally to emphasize the} 
immense possibilities, the glorious! 
promises, and the radient hopes of the 
new land. Its peril would seem to lie 
in too close imitation of the conditions 
of the older countries, and its progress | 
in originality and courage in using its | 
natural resources, and its social oppor- 
tunities for the development of a so-| 
ciety in which wealth would be more 
equally distributed, in which labor of 
every kind would be held in high hon-| 
or, in which class distingtions and} 
caste pr@judices would not interfere | 
with nationa! solidarity, and in which 
the mental achievements, moral ideals| 
and religious aspirations of Europe} 
would not be merely a borrowed tra-| 
dition or convention, but an inspira- | 
tion to still truer thinking, nobler do-| 
ing, and fuller living.

| Text of the Lesson, Neh. viii, 1-12. 
i Memory Verses, 2, 3—Golden Text,

Lamb. 8o in this lesson it seems most 
Jappropriate that the people ‘should 
\drink of the living water of the word 
at the water gate (verses 1, 3), or, as 
in xii, 37, the fountain gate. In Jer. 
il, 13, the Lord calls Himself the 
fountain of living waters, and in Eph. 
| V, 26, he is said to sanctify and cleanse 
His people with the washing of water 
by the word. Compare also Ps. exix, 9. 
It was a long session from morning 
until midday (verse 3), and they kept 
it up from the first. day unto the last 
day-of the feast (verse 18), and 
there was very great gladness, with 
confession of sin and separation from 
the world (viii, 17; ix, 1-3). It is in- 
feresting to notice just thirteen men 
associated. with Ezra in verses 2 and

ing might run and tell. .The way of:

“Just 
the word of God without note or com- 
ment or explanation has often 
| wrought the salvation of a soul by the 
power of the Holy Spirit. Sometimes 
the Lord uses the human instrument 
}to open up the word more fully, as in 
|the case of Philip and the Ethiopian 
; who said to him, “How can I under- 
|stund except some man should guide 
|me?”’ (Acts vii, 30, 31), On the resur. 
|rection day the Lord Jesus expounded 
or interpreted the Scriptures to the 
ltwo men with whom He walked to 
‘Emmaus and the same evening open- 

d the understanding of the disciples 
that they might understand the Berip- 
tures (Luke xxiv, 27, 44, 45), 

'The words of the Lord, in the power 
}of the Spirit, as Kzra and the Levites 
taught the people, convinced them of 
}sin, and they wept, but the same spir- 
it who convinces of sin also convinces 
lof righteousness (John xvi, 8-10) and 
shows that where there is true peni- 
tence there are the blotting out of sin 
and the imparting of perfect right-

ABOUT LORD ELGIN. 


Sketch of the Man Who Started the 
First ™ iprocity Pact. 

In every Canadian side line the 
name of Lord Elgin, who negotiated 
the reciprocity ‘-eaty im 1854, was re- 
cently on the lips of stump speakers, 
but the average Canadian krrows lit- 
tle of the man himself. The earl wae 
the Eight of Figin, and was born in 
1811. His promotion to the viceroyal- 
ty had been well earned by valuable 
services to the Empire in different 
parts of the world. It was his father, 
the. seventh earl, who brought from 
Greece the famous Elgin marbles, 
which were purchased from him by 
the natin in 1816 for $175,000 for the 
British Museum, and which are now 
acknowledged to be the most precious 
collection existing of specimens _ ol 
Greek art in its purest state. The 
Governorship of Canada was only one 
of the important offices held by Lord 
Elgin trior to his appointment is 
1861 to the Governor-Generalship of 
India, In March, 1842, he was a 
pointed by Lord Stanley, afterwards 
the Earl Derby, to the Governorship 
of Jamaica. It was at the close of Fis 
very able administration of the af- 
fairs of that island that Ear] Grey, 
then Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies in the administration of Lord 
James Russell, offered him the Gov- 
ernorship of Canada. His adminis- 
tration of the Government of this 
country is one of the bright spots in 
our history. He found Canada gov- 
erned by cliques and torn bz intestine 
feuds. With admirable tact and entire 
suceess, he inaugurated a system of 
self-government, which removed the 
chief causes of legitimate dissatisfac 
tion. During his administration he 
negotiated the famous reciprocity 
treaty with the United States, which 
produced a new era of commercial 
prosgeuy in Canada, and his popu- 
arity was very great in both coun- 
tries. In 1857 he was sent cut to China 
as Minister Plenipotentiary, follow- 
ing the affair of the lorcha Arrow and 
the bombardment of Canton. Before 
he could reach China, however, the 
Indian Mutiny had broken out, and 
Elgin, who did not hesitate a minute 
in préferring the safety of India to 
the success of his China negotiations, 
despatched the Chinese expedition to 
Lord Canning’s assistance, thus en- 
abling the English to hold India un- 
til reinforcements could reach that 
country.
